The Sam Houston Teachers Col­ 
lege is not only the oldest of the 
•even teachers colleges in Texas, 
but is the oldest of the State- 
, owned 
educational 
institutions, 
having been established in 1879. 
The enrollment at the college dur­ 
ing the regular session is around 
1500. 


When Houston made his suc­ 
cessful campaign for Governor in 
1859 in order to raise money to 
finance his campaign, he sold his 
home, but when he was deposed 
as Governor in 1861 he returned 
to Huntsville.

Beginning at about Centerville, 
Sue small county seat of L«on 
County, you enter into a country 
that resembles the Old South that 
mar grandparents used to ten us 
about Here one sees little or no 
diversification. In every field there 
fi only cotton and corn and may­ 
be a imall patch of sweet potatoes 
ar ribbon cane. There are no pea­ 
nuts or variety of crops like we 
haws in Comanche County. 


Ill Madison County of which 
MadUsonville is the county seat, 
there are hundreds of Negro huts 
along the roads with the better 
farms haring an old time planta­ 
tion mansion with its four white 
posts. 


The old home of Sam Houston, 
located on U. S. Highway 75 with­ 
in the C.ty of Huntsville Just off 
the Teachers College campus, is 
now a historical museum and was 
restored os much as possible to 
its orig.nal status by the State co­ 
operating w.th the Teachers Col­ 
lege.

The home is located in a beau­ 
tiful grove of trees among which 
is a hundred yeai old pecan tree 
said 
to have been planted 
by 
Houston on Arbor Day in 1830 al- 
i though th at was several years 
before he moved to th at city fcr 
his home. This tree is one of the 
prettiest in Texas and is some­ 
what similar to the big pecan in 
C M. Edmondson’s yard in Co­ 
manche. The diameter across its 
branches is said to be more than 
100 leet.

In the old home is found much 
of the furniture used by Mr. and 
Mrs. Houston and all the other 
furniture in the house is at least

When Houston came back to 
Huntsville he was unable to rebuy 
his old home and therefore he 
leased 
the 
"Steamboat 
House"

Sam Houston and It too is now a 
State museum featuring the early 
history of Texas, especially of the 
Sam Houston period,

It was in the famous Steam ­ 
boat House that the famed gen­ 
eral spent the declining years of 
his life and it was in the middle 
room of this two story house that 
death overtook him.

The Steamboat House was built 
in 1858, 82 years ago by Dr. Rufus 
Bailey. Presbyterian m inister and 
president of Austin College then 
located at Huntsville.

In the Steamboat House there 
is also a collection of pa ntings of 
Texas scenes and all of the capt- 
tol buildings that Texas has ev r 
had including the present build­ 
ing at Austin. Most of these w^rc 
painted by Edward Wilk.nson.

The above mentioned buildings 
are not all the ones standing in 
Huntsville today that perpetuate 
!£ L memory of Sam Houston. In 
1936 the Texas Centennial Com­

After spending several hours in 
Huntevllle including a trip through 
the State Penitentiary, the idea 
came to us as an old teacher, what 
a fine place It would be for the 
¡Senior Class of 1941 of Comanche 
High School to observe "Senisr 
¡Day”. We believe It would really 
be a trip worthwhile and that 
I many of the Seniors would learn 
¡more Texas history in a day than 
¡they could in a month from text 
books notwithstanding the good 
instruction of Miss Minnie Cun­ 
ningham.

On our return trip from G al­ 
veston, we visited another shrine 
largely dedicated to Oeneral Sam
